Thai, there- 
fore, if tpplicat ; ons mem ma le by capita'Aiti for 
large niocmntj. the Government would stultify 
themselves if they accepted their tender*. No 
doubt the tine allowed for applications to be 
received i* short, but the Government do not 
pledge themselves that thi* will be tbe only 
time that applications can be made. They with 
to teit whether the working classes and email 
capitalists will avail therusclce* if the oppor- 
tunity offered — and if the plan finds favour with 
them the; can then easily make arrangement) 
to supply the wants of the interior. In fitet, tt 
would be impossible for them to try this gent me 
in a place where the working classes are so 
numerously represented an they are in Sydney, 

Far from (his scheme being a make-shift or 
temporary eapsxlidnt to raise money, at " Cinq 
Mara" designate! it, the Government are only 
borrowing and can only borrow to the amount 
they have obtained the sanction or both Hon-ac, 
of Parliament to last lesaion ; and if they er- 
ceed this they are liable for the aura borrowed 
in eiceia, until t, bill of indemnity has been 
pawed by the Legislature. So th.it whether 
they propose to issue debentures in Urge lams 
to ■ few capitalists as they have 
already done, or allow all classes 
to subscribe In mail amount-, (hey cannot isaue 
debentures to a larger arnonnt than that aane- 
tioned by tin Legislature in the several loan 
bills that were passed , and which were volcd for 
railway*, the improvement of roads, ere , end 
theie at that time were unquestionably consi- 
dered, by « large majority of both Houses, to 
be for th* good of the country, 

Now with regard to tbe nature of the deben- 
tures "Cinq Mars" objecti that the debentures ere 
only payable titer the lapse of twenty-five years, 
at the option of the Government only. Does be 
not know that almost the whole of the National 
Debt in England it interminable, and that if the 
loans contracted there at different time* had 
been far a fixed period.^ it would have 
been impossible (now that it has reached the 
gigantla amount of m^re than eight hundred 
millloni) to have been continually borrowing 
for the purpose of renewals without incurring 
great losses. One of the great advantages to 
the country of making the debentures payable 
at the option of the Government only, is, thit 
after twenty. five years if money is mote plen- 
tiful and cheaper, the rate of interest ean be 
reduced, or tbe principal paid off; bat if dearer, 
it cai be renewed for any_ttrm they think At, 

Again, " Cinq Mars" takes cioeption that the 
debentures are not, as ttstsd in the Treasury 
Notice, in all respects" similar to th? 
debentures already issued. Although the 
greater portion or our debt is, as he eayn, paya- 
ble at a certain time, th it by no means proves 
that this is the best way of borrowing. The 
facts that have taken place prove the contrary. 
First, the debentures that were issued in lsss 
for five years, in eicbangefor the Railway stick, 
brought only 9S, and the second issue told at as 
low as 62. On the twenty years debentures no 
mote than 93 7-6 was first obtained, whereas 
the interminable debenture*, u they may justly 
be called, and of which class more than 
£200,000 have been issued, were readily taken 
up at 1.6 to 100, and have been sold since at one 
per cent, premium. 

During all this time money is no clieippr than 
it was in 1B5S ; but the value of aur Government 
debentures is m^re appreciated. 

" Cinq Mint" affirms that trrss debentures will 
nol find favour in the Stock Ettcninge. I would 
ask hint whether he hat aeen anything more 
than the outside of that establishment, or per- 
bapa a picture of it. Now, as I have had tome 
experience (here, I can tell him that if a country 
is sol vent (which I suppose he will not deny this 
country is, although he ape ike of the probability 
of it not being so), a loin is alwayi pre- 
ferred which is interminable, because a 
certain rata of interest it secured to the 
buyer, and there is no chance of the interest 
being les !. As a pro if of this assertion, ate 
not Three per Cent, Console higher than any other 
security paying the same rate of interest . Bs- 
aidei, our last advices from England inform ui 
that the five yearn' debentures wore not as 
aaleablo there as thine for twenty years, and 
that the latter commanded a much higher prior. 
Therefore, it ii probable that the interminable 
debentures wjuii command a higher rat*. 

I now come to an aiterrion of " Cinq Mars" 
which I cannot but consider s| the mott wilful 
miireprowntttton that wsj ever printed; and 
the oily excuse that can be made 
for him is that he nev, r aaw a Debenture, and 
believes the members of the Government an a 
sst of rogues who have favoured one cleft of the 
community with a perfectly good security, 
and wish to impose upon and cheat the humbler 
Classes out of their hsr4-aarned gains. 

He taje, from the Treasury notice—

interminable debentures that havs been issued for 
twenty- five years have only 40 coupons attached 
to them, or twenty years' interest— but this is 
simply for tbe sake of convenience, and because 
the debentures at the end of that time will be 
exchanged for mother, with Irs yean interest 
ions. It cannot be etmnnded for a

••»•• Therefore what reason is there to doubt that

Instead of that bsing an objection, I have 
prived it is a boioflt, btenues he not only 
knows whit his interest will be, but 
this description nf security is more saleable than 
the debenture! for short date*. Five years' de- 
bentures arc now selling at par, interminable, at 
one per cent, premium.

impraetleabte. Here the Arohbiahop italrs he n pre- 
ptred to make a piopoa.il that will luhatantially sirs 
effect in ih* chan bible intention of ths tettator, and it 
la right and teaionable that he ibould have an opnor- 
lunity of doing »n. 

Without going through sll ths catea, none of which 
afjfordl a ptedee precedent for the present, the one 
whloh suggests to my mind ss spproaching nsareat to 
tbe present a suitable modn of dealing with it. Is 
thai of the AWKTtey-Crncral v. Andrew, T Ver. 633, 
where the daryiK was very specifle. Ths Master of 
th* Rolls directed tho Mast'l to rcccivn s proposal in 
order to have It determined whether it oould bv exe- 
cuted cs jjr«. Here, aa tbare, ii would be premature 
to deride upon tha other part* of the case, wkstbar on 
failure of the dovis*. tho property devised goes to the 
Croea, or to Jsmes O ByrDe, as rcaidmry 
devisee : until an opportunity be affhrd'd 
the Arokhbhopto submit to a ppoposal with regard to 
the ehsrity, many of the cases cited depend npon 
Eogliih stmutra and others oa penal statutes, some of 
doubtful application in this colony where ths statute 
of mortmain is not in force, and others certainly not 
in fare* here, Gary v. Abbot, J Ve*. HI, wu of the 
latter da**, when th* davisoo was dinxtcd to sa ab- 
ject even advert* to the intention of tha testator. The 
devise was for tha purpose of educating certain 
Roman Oatholic children, tlf a pons] statute which 
enacted the disposition to be unlawful, the devise did 
not take eHrci according to the testator's Intention ; 
hat a* a tiheritabl* Intention was discovered (such was 
the somewhat attangi: construction in that case), tbe 
bcti'icst waa declared to gj to attoh use aa the King 
should direct, and th* devise went accordingly, not to 
a Roman Catholic, but to s Protestant, actio ,1. Such 
a precedent is not likely to be followed iu lhis colony, 
I may observe the Crown hni not been represented at 
the hearing ia this salt; and I on not aware 
that th* Crown sets up aa adverse claim to James 
Q'B true, if th* devise to the charity should fall. 

As to the auggcetsd proposal, tho Archbishop in 
hi* evidence, slates, "1 have had my attention 
call*l to a dtvia* in the will for tho purpose of eatab. 
li*hine an Institution to be called 1 the II ,lv Itoman 
Catholic and Apoatolio Scriptural School,' I hore 
not the least doubt that It can ha carried out. The 
head of the Roman Catholic Church in Sydney is to 
ha the Spiritual Manages of the same, la which I hare 
no objection. ouch au Institution is not st variiinc* 
with th* tenets of the Roman Oaihnlte Church. I am 
prepared to carry out the devise ot the trill, 
At the first glance st the will, I enter- 
tained a doubt as to whether the will, with Its con 
ditions, uonld be carried out, ss I did not know that 
th* Court bad a oontcolling power, hut afterwards 
ro-iring that thr Court had such power, I had not th* 
slightest doubt about ths nutter. By conlrollinj 

fower I mean modifying power. I cannot asy whether 
Mimnanicsled this doubt to Mr. 0' Byrne or not. I 
never said to O'Bymethat I would not carry out the 
conditions la tha will," 

What th* scheme His Giecejrrcmoses I cannot efenime 
anticipate, but whatever it may be, its tendency must 
he to promote scriptural as diacingnlahable from secular 
learning. I have read th* evidence of Archdeacon 
M Encrce, and from it I collect his opinion to he thst 
both scriptural and secular learning may be carried on 
together In the institution —separate hoan bdng set 
apart for each. I can hardly think such an union 
eompatibla with th* expressed intention of the tes- 
tator. Scriptural knowledge la (as I have already re- 
marked) oa it ware the legatee nf tha testator, snd 
whatever La Caught there must in Its tendency eentri. 
but* towards that sale object. It need not be a daily 
school st all. It may be opened for certain hews on 
certain days in ths week, and It ia not necessary thst 
a whole day's attention, as at a day-school, should 
ha devoted to the acquisition of icrtptural knowledge. 
Tar ths issaane snd on tha authorities I have thus 
stated, I deem it right to direct, fine declaring ths 
will to be established according to th* third paragraph 
of the prayer of Ih* hill, that the Archbishop in called 
upon to submit a plan or schema to the Muter In 
Equity, for the purpose of carrying out aa nearly as 
may he practicable, the cheritabla Intentions of the 
testator as exprtssed in hi* will and codieil-and If

Tho principal trust, arc ml forth in ihe followthif pro.' 
vinisn : Provided that at no lime should there he 
leas Ihnn five trnHe*., duly acting In ihn rmat. of thai

S" i iv. one of the main eon n; Joints of zalicondiiot and 
neglect of the trustees ia, thst thev hsve permitted one 
of iho truitees of tho charii y " Michael I) a] ion, to 
occupy the princtpal house In Wllliam-atreol, at rent 
below its value. On the point of value there Is con. 
dieting testimony, but then can ho no doubt of the 
Impropriety nf this hoaie being let to Mr, IHalloa 
Mr 0 Keill Bccnan, in hi* evidence, admits his asaent 
to tha agreement under which hi occupies -hut, 
sdrnlts slso, the incompatibility uf Salton, who is a 
trustee, occupying the incompatible position of lind, 
lord, whieh, as trustee he is, and sa tenant. Hut he 
i« not only landlord and tenant, hut he is also receiver, 
an aS.ee which it ii manifest the textiles never In- 
tcniled to 1m kllcd by a trustee, for he specifics it as a 
duly that the receiver ihould be appelated hy the 
truncal, ami paid the recta hy bim lo them. 

Mt. ft. iiiii i-. said that ths house was taken 
originally for Usllon'a brothif, and it was only on 
account of the brother not, coming out he wsa allowed 
to occupy it, 

Hii Hnxon said, 1 am aware of thai-hut that itoea 
not make htm leei a tenant, -a* a tenant I find 
him, and as a tenant I must deal with him, 
A man may possibly perform, and I do not new pro. 
mnnce in opinion thst Mr. Dal too has nol performed 
hia vsrioui duties hnneally, but Ihsy are too tHndict. 
Ing, and too incompatible to bs ant rusted to one per- 
aon, and the Court cannot eahclinu his eontin nance in 
the discharge of those various fuuMtsea. Then the 
discretion of payment inio iho Bank, to the account of 
lbs iniaieia, and of not mure than iMO being in thi 
hands of the receiver, has (ean utterly disregarded. 
Hi. J. Ryan Brensn appears to have ben for Sonus 
period of urn* is the receipt of the runts of the hoaans 
devised to the charity after ths tent ilor's death ; but 
neither he nor any person but lha trustees e* a re- 
ceiver appointed by them, was entitled to receive Ihsm 
at sll. He atetet he has a pmfcgaionnl hill exceeding 
tlo» against the testator and his estate, for work dons 
in his lifetime snd since, and that he ia. moreover, a 
legatee for £100. which be haa not received. But he 
appears [aconrdini to Mr. B. hf'Encnve'a 
evidence) to havo been pressed repeatedly 
to render his professional account, but has 
not yet done so. though the testator be now dead 
nearly three yeara. Any adrsntsgs— If ad ran - 
tags ia te arise from taxation — must 
bs diminished by delsy, especially as to 
wor* done in ths life-time of th* testator. But 
whatever may be th* amount of hit claim, which, an 
being fatiifacurily established, ought no doubt to bs 
paid, th* trusters, in the faithful fulfilment of their 
trust, ahxTuld not have allowed him to receive any of 
ths rent* of th* bouses deviant to th* charity. The 
complaint is not that Mr, Brensn received a stun that 
in amount was not due to him, but that he received It 
In away a* variance with the trust* of tha will, It la 
right also to obaerve, that, whilst the truiteei coca, 
plain <-f his di'aloTiness ln rotnlshlng his secounts, 
ihey night hsvc compelled bim to do so by obtain, 
ing an order of Court obliging htm to furnish his bill, 
tt is duo to Mr. Brenan also to say that ha state* he 
receive,! ihese rents at a time no rcoefvrr wss sp- 
poiutad or could bs appointed until He. Daly's plaes 
In tha trust was filled up— that he termed thvm for 
tha protection of the estate, and that at a meeting of 
the trustees he ecoouoted thr what ha bad feceiyed i 
and, moreover, be represent! ha secured these rent* 
not ao much in the capacity of noelver as solicitor at 
the astaie, being obliged lo have reeowes to active 
mcaaores as a solicitor to rtawver certain arrears of 
rent. If this be ao his interference waarsmdseod neces- 
sary by remlslnee* on the part of the rtuasses. Moreover,

Biurke a 
death -Mr. Dalian rather so necing try tho non-lnter- 
feennee, or. at most, tha irregular sanction of the 
trustees, rather than from a duly-appointed anthority 
under them. Moreover, tha trustees did not loin in 
giving receiots, as rronired hy the will, and, in other 
reapcota pointed out in the blU, there has been a 
manifest departure from th* duties they were bound to 
diecriiTge. For these reasons then, account muat be 
da^oeted according to the prayer of the will, not only 
aa to what they had received, but what thoy might 
have received but for their wilful default or neglect. 
Moch difficulty was no doubt created hy tha ohli- 

Sstionofall til* trustees joining in the receipts, and 
10 number ia manifestly inconvenient for ihtl 
purpose. As to the mode of remedying 
this inconvenience, tho case of th* Beverly 
Grammar ftehonl, E. Jurist, ttfl snpplies a precedent, 
where ths Lord Chancellor dlreeted a reference to tha 
Master 10 aaeertaln if any leaa number would be suffi- 
cient for the proper eaevutioa of th* bruits where tho 
number of trustees of the charity was so numerous a* 
that their concurrence in acta for its administration 
waa attended with incoovenienco and diaad 
ft is quite do t of Ih* question that Mr Dallon aan 
continued in (he various Incompatible relation* In 
which he stands towards (he charity.

The enquiry 
may thn*, then, *xtend to all the points of 
bill ss prayed, postponing a decision on the scheme of 
the Arohbiahop, when parties may have an opportu- 
nity of dlaouaalng It If thoy think proper, an the Court 
being called upon to approve of th* scheme Submitted 
by the Archbishop, for the purpose of carrying out, as 
nearly aa may he practicable, the intention* of lha 
taatslor.

On s reviow of the circumstance* of this suit, It 
appears to me to partake much of ths character of an 
amicable suit, with th* cioeption of th* defendant 
O'Byme, whose object I* no doubt to defeat the drrke 
as to the charity altogether. The inform anta snd 
other defend sots, who sro all members of th* same re- 
.unity, appoar to be in one interest — that

spirit, most probably, that the defendant* originally 
undertook tho trust in the first instance I and in the 
same spirit that the relators procured this ladbrmalioii 
10 be fu«d.

A Tiluabli injigaatiaa hu been made lo 
ut, auialy, that th* uiloii nf thi* port should 
be encou»g*d each lo lodge in a bank about 
£10. Thu, on their engagement wtih a ahip, 
ttsey would be abl* to place the contingent 
note* in the hudi or tha bank, 
to be collected alter th* sailing of 
ihe *hfp. If a sailor did not keen 
his engagement, hit not* would ba forfeited, 
ud hie toco tint would be reduced from £10 to 
£1. Ha would thai avoid an extravagant dia- 
oount, which, however, t* only fair, could* ring 
the rink with which it 1* attended, H* would 
carry ready money for iho purchu* of hut ilop*. 
ud thus obtain them more cheaply, and he 
would hare a reserve agairut hli return 
to port, or want of employment. Whether 
■ail on generally would be die posed to 
avail tharaaalvii of inch an arrangement 
may ha doubted, although w« are 
aa hu red by gentlemen who under stand ihe mind 
of Bailor* better thu we can be expected to do, 
that they would embrace it with etgerncu. 

It appeal! tbit the cent of the office to the co- 
lony la about £1 390 par annum, whiVe Ihe revenue 
ii nearly £3000 per annum. The difference ii 
cirried to the account of tbe colony. Thii money 
it entirely contributed by the mercantile marine, 
and ta made up by the turn paid on the hiring 
and duoharge of tailor*, and partly by th* muter* 
and partly by th* nun. There can be no rea- 
son why tha colony ihould gain money by the 
Shipping Maater** dopartmcnt. Of coune, the 
tint thing to be done I* to increase the 
e fJlcleniiy of th* office, and to »uppljf every 
facility to thoaa who pay fot it Thi* would, 
however, aiill laavt a lurplui,. It would be 
improvident to reduce the amount charged, 
because change* may tike plane which will 
reduce the receipt* ; ud, betide thi*, the rate 
ii that which ia ettabliahedi in every ether port 
having a limilsr institution. Tha lurplui 
should be employed in tome form or other 
to benefit the marcutila murine. To 
perfect our nautical lyitera, It ii indiipenjably 
rcouiaite to establish a Sailor*.' Home — lama 
place where he could leive hit clothing, where 
he could obtain board and lodging at a reuon- 
■ble price, ud have the advantage which can 
only be ■■cured to the different classes by 
combination. A movement wan made a 
long time ago in favour of a Sailers' 
Home. Thi* *cheme ia eipesniJll the proper 
charge of our merchant*. Cksneiclcring, how- 
ever, th* great interest*, entrusted to tailors, 
and the great obligations we all ow* to their in- 
trepidity and toil, it ia a common duty to care 
Tor their well-being during their traniiant an- 
jonrn In port. Some part of the lurplui of the 
•hipplng-omce might be employed in th* salary 
of a lupulatudent of a Sailors' Home, and 
in supplying tho«* eilru for which it might not 
be convenient to make any charge to the aailor 
himself.

THI select committee of the Legislative Ac 
•ambly of Victoria appointed to investigate the 
railway question, have recently brought up their 
fifth progress report, which contain* tha result 
of their enouirie* Into the borrowing power of 
the colonial Government. Prom the Ag; which 
give* a brief abstract B f thi* report, we leern 
that the principal authoritiet on monetary mat. 
ten in Melbourne have been examined, and t't ,t 
though their evidence ihewa considerable 
diveraity ts to details, it it htimonioua a* to the 
mum point on which in formation was (ought. 

All th* witna**** agree In plating that 
th* surplus capita iu tha colony available 
for lending to Government j* very limited. 
One or two indeed teem to have been 
of opinion that as much a* £600,000 
might b* fumUhed in the tint year, ud a con- 
siderable proportion of this turn in eucoeuive 
yean, bat thu majority put the surplus cof jail] 
capital down at a mm not exceeding £300,000 
or £300,000, lo alert with, and a neatly 
dimiDiihed turn in subsequent veaii. There ia 
good reason for believing thi* second opinion to 
be nearest to tbe truth. Notwithstanding the 
enormou* gold produce of Victoii*. the ac- 
cumulation of disposable capital I* conpuativsly 
•mall. Whether it is owing to ihe greater com- 
mercial actWity which in coniuntly opening frtah 
avenne* for profitable invastmeet, or whtther it 
ia (hat the eoet of producing the gold leave* • 
smaller margin of profit to. the colony 
lino i* usually supposed, we cannot say. 
but rterlainly it is mo>t oh*ervabl* 
that there i* a greater tendency for capital to 
accumulate in Sydney than in Htluourn*. 
Money is more easily obtained hen, ud th* 
rate of intend is utually a shade lower. Yet it 
would be quiti impo*eible for our Gov 077110 cm 
to borrow from the cotoBiti* in oa* year any- 
thing like the sum of £800,000. Aa it ii, th* 
•mount of debentures held in the colony ia 
small compared with the bum tsar* that have 
been transmitted to England. 

It Kerne to be admitted that if tha Victorian 
railway schema aa propounded it to be carried 
out in it* entirely, it will abanrb at leut live or 
eix millions sterling, ud If lata *am it 
(o ba rtiaed in the course or the neat few 
yen re, recorme must inevitably be had 
to the Btiglisb money market. It it immaterial 
ti determine exactly the lending power of th* 
colonist* when the atmoit that they can ]*nd j* 
hnl 1 friction of the whole turn reqniMd. Thin 
being the case, the inquiry naturally tarn* to 
th* prospects of Australian eecurlti** on the 
Stock Kichange. Will it be possible to rata* 
lil million* in thro* years without depreciating 
the vilu* of th* debenture* ? Is th* pnemt 
price of thoie already issued to b* taken a* th* 
probable determine!* value that will continue 
to b* attached to thorn, w in the results 
*^oerUtj?r*e«nl to be looked upon at merely 

Alt th* witneuee affirmed that Australian 
debentures are not very readily negotiable aa 
1 h* Slock Exchange. Thi* »*• accounted for 
on varioui ground*. Cornptred with other and 
well known *ecnriUe* they are at present novel 
ties, ant] are bandied only try th* few who under- 
stand their worth, N by speculator*. Nearly 
•11 the Australian colonies are in th* market to- 
gether, and tha •aquaintance with their different 
degree* of wealth ud prosperity U not very 
minut* in London, so that a slur an the credit of 
one it ditfuaed over th* whole. That then hu 
been a midden rush to Australia, and a great au- 
of trad* in consequence of the gold dU- 
all know, but then I* by no means 
an equslly diffused knowledge of ibn 
permanent eourcei of pro* parity enjoyed by the 
nparite colonial. There have been great 
fluctuations in the development of Australian 
trogret* during the last few yean, good limes 
bein^ rapidly succeeded by commercial orjse*. 
Ckulit>u* capita liats not vary wall acquainted 
with colonial affairs ud with lb* nauuve* «f these 
fluctuations, naturally fight *hy of a loan, which 
to them warn* secured un the faith of a very 
prectrioua protperlty. The debantartt will 
mostly run for period* of from twenty to forty 
yean, and it is necessary, tbnefn*. that good 
asBurance ahould be given not only that th* 
colony ii flourithing at the time of contractiag 
the debt, but that il* resource* us not 
likely to become exhausted befere 
the day for redeeming tha obligation 
arrive*. To famish this auuranca it ie neces- 
sary that tree informatioa aa to th* real cha- 
tseteriatic* of the colonies should be diaaemi- 
sated. Theltnd policy, alio, whatever it It to be, 
must be settled on an untlterabl* ha*u, *o that 
the lending public may know what amount of 
•eenrity the wute land* offer. It u the** lands 
that have hitherto formed tbc basis of confidence. 
Money could not be borrowed at Uy price Ob 
the men credit of railway scheme*, for hitherto 
all Australian □oTernroaot railways 
hate. In a pecuniary sense, proved 
lamentable failure*. Nor would 

even the ordinary revenue*, unsupported by 
the proceed! of land sale j, form u unexception- 
able security. For theaa revenue* have bean 
very fluctuating, and are emil] when compared 
with the amount of debt that it i* proposed to 
contract. Bat the knowledge that each colony 
poeaeue* in reserve an immense untold esists, 
which ii every year becoming more valuable, 
give* confidence to the capitaliit. It is the land 
that, either directly or indirectly, matt furnish 
the rued* to make railway*. 

All the wilneiae* agreed in thinking that aix 
pet cant, internet muit be pud in order to float 
the debenture*. Six per cent, is what ia paid 
on th* Canadian railway loan, but tntrs 
those debenture h fetch t Rood premium, lha 
five per cant, debenture! recently ieaued by th* 
New fiouth Welea Government have been sold 
very nearly at par, though it ii unccrtiin to 
what extent money might be borrowed on th* 
■amc term*. But, coniidcring th* high price of 
in England at the preeent lime, these 
iay be retrarded as very satisfactory ; 
and ai giving probable aasuruee that still better
